ment, and other further puniſhments, due by the la wes of the Kealme. And yk any officers, in anye poꝛte 
Townes, as Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, oꝛ ſuch lyke, chall eyther themletues offend herein, oꝛ 
ſhall not doe theyꝛ endeuonr to ſtay any ſuch tranſpoztation, oꝛ vt they cannot conueniently ſtay the ſame, 
ſhall not make due and ſpeedye inkourmation thereof to her Maieſtie, her pꝛiuie counſel, o2 to the principal 


' officers of her Exchequer, then they. beſides the fozmer punichmentes, to fozkeyte they: offices. And conſy: 


deryng it cannot be wellauoyded, but that ſome quantitie ofgrayne is to be caryed from one poꝛte to ano⸗ 
ther pozte, to ſerue the neceſſitie ot ſome other part of the Reaime: in ſuch caſe, the officersof the poztes ſhal 
diligently ſee, that good ſureties with bondes be taken of perſons being of valure aunſwerable koꝛ theſame, 
to bꝛing due certificates fromthe poꝛtes where the ſame ſhall aryue and be vnladen: And that foz moꝛe al⸗
